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Mattapoisett Firefighters Climb for a Cause

Firefighting is one of the toughest jobs one can 
think of. It takes a certain kind of person to choose a 
career that puts you in danger on a nearly daily basis. It 
takes a strong body just to wear the firefighter gear alone 
and a cool head to keep calm and focused during physical 
exertion. Knowing that, it makes you wonder why a 
firefighter would voluntarily don one hundred pounds of 
firefighter gear and run up 2,880 steps in one hour on his 
day off. 

On Sunday, May 7, four Mattapoisett firefighters 
travelled to Gillette Stadium in Foxboro and did just that. 
Not for the fun of it, not for the glory, and certainly not for 
the exercise; they did it for charity. 

Lieutenant Justin Dubois and firefighters Justin 
Blue, Silas Costa, and Bill Oliver participated in the S4RT 
(Stairs 4 Our Troops) stair climb at Gillette Stadium, with 
the proceeds from the fundraiser going to Homes For 
Our Troops (HFOT), an organization that builds specially 
adaptive homes for severely injured veterans of the Iraq 
and Afghanistan Wars. 

Every year now, Mattapoisett Fire Rescue 
participates in a stair climb for charity. They've climbed 
the steps of a 26-story building in Providence one year, 
and then after that for two years they climbed the 61 -story 
Clarendon Building in Boston - a feat that is akin to a 
"Boston Marathon" of all charity stair climbs of sorts. This 
year, though, they topped that event, with the one-hour 
long challenge of climbing 2,880 steps - with all their 
firefighting gear on to boot. 

"We had just heard about it through social 
media," said Dubois, "so we took the initiative and signed 
up for it." 

Three other fire departments in Massachusetts 
joined Mattapoisett - Dedham, Westwood, and Needham. 

Climbing 2,880 stairs is a hard task. But with all

that gear bearing down on you with every footstep up, 
the difference, said Dubois, is "drastic."

"We're not sure where to go from this one," said 
Dubois. "We always try to do the next step up," no pun 
intended. "Now that we've hit this stage, I think we might 
have hit the max, so well see." 
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Spring Honeymoon of the Primordial 
Horseshoe Crab

In late spring, horseshoe crabs, which look like 
pieces of armor crawling along the seabed of the shallow 
waters of the Buzzards Bay shoreline, will soon surface. 
They'll emerge from their bottom habitat to launch an 
extraordinary amphibious landing on sandy beaches for 
an annual ritual to mate, nest, and lay eggs for the next 
generation.

Their impeccable timing is precisely in tune with 
the rising flood tide of a new or full moon that will wash 
them up into the intertidal area between low and high 
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tides where the male and female interact as she digs a 
nest in the sand to lay up to 4,000 eggs. She endeavors to 
safely cover the eggs up before the next lunar heartbeat of 
a higher incoming wave. 

The female may then breed again and nest several 
times up and down the beach, laying as many as 100,000 
eggs before crawling back into the sea. 

Scientists estimate that only one in 130,000 
horseshoe crab hatchlings survives to reproduce, but 
Mother Nature ensures that not many will go to waste. 
The abundant legacy is a godsend to migratory birds 
throughout their long, tiring journey of their own 
seasonal migration because, after burning up all their 
energy, they find rest stops with an abundant cornucopia 
on which to feast and refuel their bodies, often doubling 
their weight. 

Native Americans also valued the horseshow crab 
shells they found to make container bowls for liquids, and 
they made good use of their sharp tails fastened to the 
point of a spear to harvest fish. 

However, the most remarkable legacy today is 
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in modern medicine and research using fibers of their 
hard primitive shells called Chitlin as a substance to 
stitch up wounds and fill cracks of broken bones. Even 
more vital is their blood used in testing medicine and 
healing drugs by turning from red to blue to raise a flag 
of any bacteria or germs detrimental to human healing 
and health. As the increased prescribed treatment of 
antibiotics has proven life giving and saving for humans, 
it seems that the horseshoe crab has over millions of years 
evolved and fortified within itself powerful immunities 
to survive unchanged, while exposed to a very unhealthy 
underwater environment. 

For the future, water pollution and global 
warming possibly hold the greatest threats that we have 
inadvertently brought upon them that could break the 
link of a prehistoric chain older than that of dinosaurs 
and which has earned them the nickname of living fossils. 
We might call their annual spring ritual a honeymoon 
gala on the beach, but as planets in the heavens pass 
each other in time and space, the end of one life cycle on 
Earth is the beginning of another, and our observation 
and appreciation of it all bears testimony to its heavenly 
orchestration, even for the lowly horseshoe crab. 


Teen Named New England Sea Scout Boatswain

When she joined the Sea Scouts in 2012, Emily 
Newell had just finished the eighth grade. Junior high 
school had proven a bit difficult given her acknowledged 
lack of self-confidence, but all that would change. Today, 
Newell is the Sea Scout Boatswain for the New England 
Flotilla and was recently named 'Scout of the Year' for her 
local ship. 

Sea Scouting, a branch of the Boy Scouts of 
America, is a coed program for young people from the 
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eighth grade to age 21. Whereas Boy Scouts groups 
are called troops, Sea Scout groups are called ships. The 
homeport for Newell's ship is Falmouth where the Scouts 
meet weekly 

In spite of New England's seafaring history, there 
are fewer than 200 members in the scouting branch in this 
area. If Newell has her way, however, that will change. 

"I want to get all the ships more involved with 
one another and build up the program during my time as 
boatswain," said Newell. 

To clarify what a boatswain is, Newell explained 
that the B.S.A. equivalent is "senior patrol leader." As the 
New England Flotilla boatswain, Newell's responsibilities 
include event programming, social media management. 
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and marketing. 

"It's important that I represent the program 
well, but I also want to represent women and girls," said 
Newell. "Let them know a program like this is available 
to them, too." 

Through the years, Newell has come to believe 
that being a Sea Scout has allowed her to not only learn 
maritime skills, but it has also inspired her in all areas of 
personal growth and exploration. 

In 2014, Newell was selected to participate in 
the B.S.A/s National Youth Leadership Training (NYLT) 
program. This intensive program takes place for one full 
week during the summer. Topics such as ethical decision- 
making, vision and focus, and communication skills are

part of the training these Scouts must embrace to pass the 
course. 

During NYLT, Scouts are trained in the EDGE 
method for team development. This method helps 
teens to develop coping skills by engaging one another 
in meaningful nonjudgmental ways. EDGE stands for 
the four elements of putting together a cohesive team 
where once stood a group of strangers by, "...Explaining, 
Demonstrating, Guiding, and Enabling one another," 
Newell said. "It's hard work," she confirmed, adding with 
a chuckle, "But we laughed a lot, too." 

Having successfully completed NYLT, Newell 
was tapped to be a staff member in 2015 - a position she 
continues to hold today. As a staff member, she has held 
such jobs as troop guide, quartermaster, photographer, 
and presenter. Public speaking has proven the most 
challenging for Newell. 

"In eighth grade, I had to give a presentation in 
class. I was shaking uncontrollably," Newell said quietly 
as she seemed to relive that dark moment. "I just did my 
senior project today, and I didn't think twice about being 
in front of my class," she laughed. 

She credits her experiences and training in both 
Sea Scouts and NYLT for helping her gain self-assurance, 
self-awareness, and a sense of accomplishment. And 
scouting has done even more by giving Newell the tools 
for academic success. 

"I know how to collect data, source materials. 
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plan, and organize myself better now," Newell said. 

When asked what challenges she thinks females 
face in B.S.A. coed programs, Newell said, "Well, I 
think it's harder for girls in leadership positions to be 
considered a good leader. You can't act too bossy or like 
you want attention, or even that you are smart. Like the 
real world!" 

Newell is candid about challenges she has faced 
and hopes that her story will benefit others. "I've dealt 
with ADHD my whole life," she said. She also concedes 
that, without scouting, she might not know what 
career path to take. "I want to go into park and forestry 
management," she said, "with a concentration in social 
science." 

With less than a week left in her senior year at 
Old Rochester Regional, Newell is looking forward to 
prom and graduation. But she has some advice for teen 
girls graduating from eighth grade. 

"If I was telling a girl about Sea Scouts, I'd tell 
them that I used to be super socially awkward. Now I find 
it easier to talk to people and make new friends, try new 
things, put myself out there." 

In July, Newell will travel to West Virginia to 
participate in the Boy Scout Jamboree and then it's off 
to college. She'll begin her studies at Bristol Community 
College and then transfer to one of several schools she's 
earmarked. 

And finally, adding a grace note to Newell's 
success, she earned highest honors in the third quarter 
of her senior year. That, too, she attributes to skills she 
learned in the Sea Scout program. 

Marion Candidates Wrap Up 2017 Campaigns

The motto of the League of Women Voters is this: 
"Democracy is not a spectator sport." As usual, this belief 
holds true in the Town of Marion; one could see it in the 
enormous crowd that turned out on May 4 for the annual 
League of Women Voters Candidates' Night at the Marion 
Music Hall, as well as in the Board of Selectmen's race 
this election with five candidates vying to serve as a town 
leader. 
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Underlying topics for the evening were the 
imminent wastewater treatment plant financial woes 
that face the town, the new community center, the Town 
House renovation project, and the Master Plan. 

Norman Hills, also a candidate in the uncontested 
Planning Board race, promises to focus his energy on 
resolving the considerable challenges that face Marion, 
with the experience of 14 years on various boards and 
committees that he says equals to about 38 volunteer 
years. 

Being a selectman, he said, "is not a learn-as- 
you-go job." And lucky for voters, he said, he's got the 
experience and dedication to show for it. As a mechanical 
engineer and program manager for the U.S. Navy, Hills 
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said he is a leader and has the knowledge to work with 
the DPW and the Town's engineer to solve the wastewater 
treatment plant problem. 

"You can't make educated long-term decisions 
if you can't understand our current commitments and 
anticipated needs," Hills said in his introduction. "I've 
worked hard for you already." 

Dale Jones came to Marion over 40 years ago, 
built a home, raised a family, and he prides himself on 
his involvement with establishing the original EMS in 
town. A graduate of Massachusetts Maritime Academy, 
he was an engineering manager of a division of Colgate 
Palmolive and the chief engineer overseeing a wastewater 
treatment plant, holding the highest license needed to run 
a large plant, he said. 

"My entire life I worked with people," said Jones. 
As an EMT for the Town of Marion, Jones said, "This has 
been an adventure and I've done my best for you." 

Michelle Ouellette Smith moved to Marion 16 
years ago, raised four kids, and has spent 18 years as a 
special education teacher. She is a member of the Marion 
School Committee and the Zoning Board of Appeals. 

"I gained an understanding of the complexities of 
town government and an insight into the many issues that 
face the Town of Marion," Smith said. She sees her role as 
a selectman to be that of an advocate, and she will employ 
team work and open the lines of communication, "which 
is essential in order for our future and to maintain our 
quality of life ... all our residents' needs." She will execute 
sound judgment and fiscal responsibility, she said. 

Matthew Vander Pol, a small business owner 
with over a decade of engineer design experience and 
land surveying, said he is a leader, a team player, and a 
problem solver. He stressed the importance of addressing 
inflow and infiltration (I & I) of sewer pipes to reduce the 
burden on the treatment plant as well as the ratepayers. 

The Town House renovation is another challenge, 
he said. "I believe the solution lies in the hands of the 
voters, not my personal opinion." He advocated for 
accurate, non-biased information to be presented to voters 
to make an informed decision. 

Christine Winters, a nine-year veteran of the 
Marion School Committee, said her unique skills that are 
presently underrepresented on the Board of Selectmen 
would create a well-rounded board. 

"The demographics of the town are changing, 
and they're changing rapidly," Winters said. Student 
population is waning to an increasing aging population, 
and town needs are shifting - the town could benefit from 
a new perspective on the Board of Selectmen, she said. 

Municipal budgeting, financial analysis, collective 
bargaining experience, policymaking across Tri-Town 
lines - all this makes her a sound candidate for selectman, 
she explained. 

"I spent my career assessing complex issues from 
a wide variety of angles," Winters said. "I take the time 
to educate myself when difficult decisions have to be 
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made. . .. I research issues and ask tough questions." She 
continued, "Every vote I make is made seriously ... to 
ensure the best for Marion and its residents." 

One resident questioned the candidates on their 
support for the Town Meeting warrant article allocating 
$35,000 for a VFW site study for a new town hall. 

It would likely depend on which group oversees 
the study, said Hills - either the existing town house 
committee that has been working on feasibility studies for 
years, or a new committee proposed in a different Town 
Meeting warrant article. 

"The Town House should stay in the village . . . 
but also understand," said Hills, "the committee out there 
has had a long time . . . going through preliminary designs 
- either one of those two articles will result in a study." He 
then stated, "I would probably support the existing study 
from the (existing) committee." 

Jones said he likes the look of the Town House, 
but believes in doing things in a cost-effective manner. "I 
really don't have a complete answer on how I would do 
it, but I would certainly study it as a selectman. I'd like to 
see it stay, but I'm not sure we can make it cost-effective." 

For Smith, "The Town House is the heart of our 
community. It gives us our identity ... it needs to stay 
here." 

Vander Pol said, "I like the Town House. I like it 
where it is, but I think we owe it to the voters - the voters 
ultimately are going to decide." However, he said, "Small 
chunks of money add up quickly, so while $35,000 might 
seem small, if we keep doing that we're going to keep 
adding ... wasting money...." Having said that, though, 
he added, "I'm curious myself about the VFW property. 
We didn't have it before, but we have it now, so let's take 
a look at it." 

Yes, the VFW property acquisition, said Winters, 
"threw a curve ball into the process." 

"It did change things," said Winters, "but I 
don't think it's a process that can go on and on." But 
keep in mind, she said, the town is also dealing with the 
wastewater treatment plant, which must be addressed as 
per the federal government. "That will really give some 
great insight into how we move on with the other."

As for the Master Plan and its component 
encouraging business growth. Winters said, "Expanding 
our tax base and being open to new businesses in Marion 
is critical to our future." She added, "We can welcome 
small businesses ... to keep those large parcels off the 
table that's really not keeping with the tenor of our 
time..." 

Vander Pol wants to see more businesses to create 
more tax revenue without burdening municipal services 
such as the schools, adding, "I like the feel of downtown. 

I don't like the gas pumps. ... We have a quaint feel so 
whatever we can do to complement that, it's key." 

For Smith, as a ZB A member, she sees the growth 
that is coming to Marion. "Marion is quaint and, yes, we 
want to keep it small and we want to protect it, but we 
need it to grow ... so we can have a senior center ... so we 
can expand . . . and be part of investing in Marion." 

Jones wants to expand the tax base, obviously, 
he said. But he would like a hand in making the decision 
on which types of businesses come to town, afraid that 
certain larger businesses might move in, he said. 

For Hills, it's all about zoning and land use. While 
developable land is minimal, he said, the current tax base 
is 93% to 95% residential as it is. "Commercial will help," 
said Hills, "but it's not going to be the thing that puts us 
over the top." 

And when it comes to the selectmen's role in 
actually implementing the Master Plan?

The role of the selectmen, said Hills, is to make 
sure that those components of Master Plans past get 
implemented in this latest version. "It'll require all of us 
working together to get this done," said Hills. "You can't 
rely on one or two people to get this all done. 

Jones said he is used to working with other towns 
and communication is nothing new to him. Forty years 
ago he helped set up the EMS, he said. "I'm a doer and I 
made sure it happened." 

Smith agreed that, true, sometimes things just 
don't get done. "All these years have gone by, nothing's 
changed. We need to come up with a decision and do it." 

Vander Pol said he thinks it's easy - through 
transparency and communication. "If it's clear and the

people like it, it'll be there and we'll move along." 

For Winters, as a selectman, it would get done 
based on accountability. The selectmen should keep it on 
the agenda, and receive regular updates on progress. 

"So much time and energy put in," said Winters. 
"And to not actually execute it is a shame." She reiterated 
- hold the selectmen accountable and keep it current. 

Resident Ted North asked what the most 
important responsibility of the role of selectman is to each 
of the candidates. 

Hills said, "The Board of Selectmen are the ones 
that basically set policy and make smart decisions and 
they make sure that all of the boards are coordinated and 
moving forward." 

The most important thing to Jones is being a 
servant to the town and a leader at the same time. "I 
promise you I will be a great selectman," said Jones. 

Smith said the selectmen should be advocates 
for the residents. "I believe there should be open lines of 
communication and transparency . . . and advocating for 
its residents - all of them." 

Vander Pol said he wished to add to Hills' 
statement, saying, "I think the most important job is being 
a leader. I think it's providing all of you with all of the 
information on whatever decision is on the table." 

In her opinion. Winters said, "Their major role 
is accountability. ..." They're the last stop for us and 
they answer to the townspeople. "As far as our tone and 
setting our policies," said Winters, "They're the guiding 
light and hopefully we'll have the opportunity to work 
together and set that accountability in motion as a team."

The Art Of The Basket

Centuries before baskets were considered works 
of art, they were utilitarian vessels. As we know, almost 
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since the beginning of mankind, humans have woven 
grasses and split wood fibers to create containers for 
storing and carrying the materials that made life possible. 
Hats and articles of clothing were made using similar 
processes. Even chest plates for protection during battle 
have been found with fibers so tightly and intricately 
woven that arrows couldn't pierce them. 

On April 6 at the Mattapoisett Free Public Library, 
the art and science of basket weaving was on view when 
Melanie Dupuis and Rick Padelford of East Freetown 
demonstrated the art of basket weaving. 

Finished works were on display as the couple 
chatted with those in attendance about the skills and 


were baskets large enough to be made into a coffee table 
or lamps, while smaller woven beauties were ice buckets, 
vases, and even an urn. "I make quite a few urns nowa- 
days," said Dupuis, as cremation has become a preference. 

Padelford explained that today's basket weaving 
methods require a variety of tools, but that in ancient times 
people used stone and bone implements to cut strips of 
wood into staves and grasses into long strings known as 
"weavers." 

And there on display was the most famous of 
all baskets, the Nantucket Basket, also known as the 
Nantucket Purse. 

Dupuis referred to a man whose name has become 
synonymous with this style of basket: Jose Reyes. 

Reyes came from the Philippines in the early 
1900s, was educated, fought for the United States in WWII, 
married Mary Ham of Massachusetts and eventually, 
through a series of unhappy yet fortunate events, settled 
with his family in Nantucket. 

It is a rags-to-riches story in many ways. From 
poverty to success, in his lifetime Reyes would become 
famous for his Nantucket friendship baskets. Those baskets 
would eventually be modified. Reyes invented a cover, 
adding decorative elements such as precious woods and 
ivory, to embellish the small baskets into handbags or 
purses for ladies. Today, examples of his work retail for 
thousands of dollars and many others have become parts

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of museum collections. 

Back at the library, Padelford wove the bamboo 
weavers between the wooden staves and discussed the 
intricacies of making such seemingly innocuous materials 
into works of art. 

Dupuis said she had been a cobbler for many 
years, but her job was eventually outsourced leaving her 
without employment. Not unlike Reyes' story, she has 
found her way to success through basket weaving. "I must 
have 200 baskets in my home," she laughingly said. 

When asked how much time and what costs are 
involved in the creation of a small purse, Dupuis said, "I'm 
not going to lie; the materials and lessons cost about $450." 
She said it takes about two months to complete a handbag. 
But, she points out that in the end you have a beautiful

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basket. 

Padelford said men are once again becoming 
interested in basket weaving. In fact, the established 
history of Nantucket basket weaving points primarily to 
men who during long sea voyages made baskets to pass 
the time. 

Brad Smith of Mattapoisett recently took up basket 
weaving to make his wife decorative items. A retired ship 
captain. Smith acknowledged the time investment required 
to make Nantucket baskets - truly a labor of love.

Bike Path In The Limelight 

Mattapoisett Annual Town Meeting

Mattapoisett voters were handed numerous pages 
of reports, spreadsheets and supporting documents as they 
arrived at ORRHS to take up the Annual Town Meeting 
Warrant on May 8. 

There were enough financials to keep those with 
fiduciary predispositions busy until next fall. But in the 
end, it wasn't so much about the $25 million operating 
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budget as it was about the bike path when things got 
underway. 

It only took four hours for the voters to approve all 
34 articles with virtually no objections. 

Warrant articles 30 and 31 dealt with matters 
related to what Representative William Straus described as 
"the biggest outdoor park in town" - the bike path. 

Article 30 sought voters' approval to proceed with 
final examination of all easements and ownership rights 
to parcels needed for the bike path to continue on its way 
from Mattapoisett Neck Road to Depot Street, known as 
Phase IB. 

Town Administrator Michael Gagne said, "Mass 
DOT requires title exams to clarify sole ownership ... it's 
an exhaustive review." He explained to the 166 voters in 
attendance that when the railroad was built decades ago, 
the Boston and Maine Railroad Company either purchased 
land outright or engaged in easement contracts with 
landowners. 

Before state and federal monies can be spent to 
actually construct this portion of the pathway (funding 
already earmarked for Mattapoisett), property titles have to 
be fully vetted, Gagne said. 

A couple of voters voiced concern that the town 
might find itself in costly legal battles, as Paul Anzaldi of 3 
Seabreeze Lane questioned whether or not the town would 
incur additional expenses during this process. Cheryl 
Anzaldi asked how much the town had already spent on 
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the bike path project. 

Straus explained that during the first phase of 
the bike path that connected Mattapoisett to Fairhaven, 
agreements had been secured for Phase IB and that the 
two primary property owners now in final negotiations 
with the town - the YMCA and the Reservation Golf Club - 
were not an issue. He assured voters, saying, "We've gone 
through this process already . . . there are rights of easement 
for public access . . . there is no large risk out there." 

Gagne concurred, adding that in the unlucky event 
something does arise that would cost taxpayers' dollars he 
would be required to return to the voters during the fall 
Special Town Meeting with that request. 

Regarding money already spent on Phase IB, 


bike path advocate Bonne DeSousa estimated somewhere 
around $500,000, which was largely secured from grants 
and private funding. 

Gagne said that Phase IB is scheduled for bidding 
as early as spring 2018. Article 30 passed by a sweeping 162 
to 5. 

Article 31 was a state-maintained formality that 
required voters to dedicate Phase IB as a "shared use path" 
for recreational non-motorized purposes only. Again, this 
easily passed 163 to 2. 

Earlier in the evening. Finance Committee 
Chairman Pat Donoghue thanked municipal department 
heads and committee members for their diligent 
preparations, saying, "I feel good about this budget."

Donoghue once again pointed to financial 
concerns that she and Finance Committee members held 
regarding the handling of the ORR high school and junior 
high budgets, saying that it only passed with the help of 
School Choice funding. She also voiced alarm over rising 
OPEB obligations. 

Of the town's plan to bring in professionals to 
assist in financial planning of the school's budget process, 
Donoghue said, "Rochester rejected it, maybe because 
of budget problems, but Marion and Mattapoisett feel 
strongly. ... We think it's important to have a professional 
look at the budget." 

Voters agreed with ORR OPEB funding when they 
passed Article 5 that included setting aside $35,000 from 


certified free cash towards Mattapoisett' s portion of the 
liability Gagne said, "ORR can't do it . . . but we can set it 
up right now." He said that OPEB funding is an area of the 
town's fiscal health and wellbeing that financial institutions 
review when setting bond ratings. 

Article 17 grants a bylaw modification that will 
allow the town to deny permits - nearly all permits - to any 
person or business that are in arrears on "any taxes fees, 
assessments, betterments, or other municipal charges." 
Previous wording had included "for not less than a twelve- 
month period." That limitation was deleted. Gagne said, 
"They can still get a dog license. That's the only one that 
will still be allowed." 

Article 19 asked voters to allow the town to enter 
into two new PILOT programs (payments in lieu of taxes) 
for solar farm expansions on Tinkham Road and Crystal 
Spring Road with BWC Pine Island Brook LLC. 

Another highlight of the evening was the passage 
of Article 33 that allows for the spending of $45,000 from 
certified free cash for design analysis of construction costs 
for a new fire station and town hall, as well as structural 
needs of school buildings. 

And rounding out those articles that elicited the 
most interest on the part of the voters was Article 34. 

Jack Dean sponsored the article that asked voters 
to support a "We The People Act" that will call on Congress 
to place limits on political contributions. In 2010, the 
Supreme Court ruled that corporations and unions had the 
same right as people granting them protection under the 
First Amendment. Dean's article would send a message 
to Congress that Americans deserve a fully democratic 
government and not an "oligarchy." 

William Cantor supported passage of the article 
saying, "This allows you to make a statement to get 
big business out of politics . . . you have a choice, to do 
something or nothing." It passed 138 to 12. 

Town Meeting Concludes Just Before Midnight 

Marion Annual Town Meeting

The Marion Annual Town Meeting on May 8 
started out with all smiles during fifth grader Nolan 
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Gibbons' rendition of the National Anthem, but over five 
hours later and just two minutes shy of midnight, the 
barely-a-quorum crowd ended the evening with yawns 
and an urgency to get business wrapped up in one night. 

With a warrant peppered with articles pertaining 
to the wastewater treatment plant, residents stalled on 
each one that even mentioned wastewater as one after the 
other, voters took to the microphone to pontificate over the 
unfairness of the system and the rising rates of water and 
sewer for the 1,600 homes connected. 

There were some who remained on septic, 
expressing concerns about the entire population paying 
for sewer upgrades related to the EPA's final NPDES 
(National Pollutant Discharge Elimination System) permit 
or otherwise. 

Resident Andrew Daniel's message resonated with 
the municipal sewer voters, eliciting a hearty applause. 

"On behalf of the sixteen hundred [people] that was just 
brushed off as a small group," said Daniel, "We're paying, 
we're paying, we're paying..." Daniel said that last year on 
his half-acre $250,000 house he paid $6,300 in taxes alone, 
which is nothing next to his water and sewer bill. "I'm not 
being taxed out of town; I'm being water and sewered out 
of town." He continued, "If a third of the town isn't on it, 
then have some compassion for the ones that are. It's really 
hurting us."

related to the NPDES permit passed after 30 minutes of 
debate. Article 4, the $2,930,572 sewer budget, was also 
passed despite further comments about wastewater woes. 
Sticking with wastewater, the selectmen passed over 
Article 17 to appropriate $385,000 towards anticipated 
wastewater treatment work implied by the draft NPDES 
permit, but the town was granted a bit of leniency in 
some areas in the final NPDES permit, eliminating the 
need for such repairs. Article 22 for $180,000 for the DPW 
to implement MS4 permit (stormwater discharges from 
municipal separate storm sewer systems) requirements at 
the plant was approved as well. 

There was a break for the Special Town Meeting, 
albeit a half hour late, during which voters did pass 
Article S5 to appropriate $34,400 for a feasibility study at 
the VFW site, but not without debate. 

When one resident asked how much had already 
been spent on Town House studies and Finance Director 
Judy Mooney stated $600,000, voters gasped in disbelief. 

"At what point have we had enough?" asked one 
resident. "We're wasting time and money and meanwhile 
the Town House is falling down and we have some 
problems. . .. Stop throwing money because we can't make 
a decision ... stop screwing around!" 

Woohoo, the voters shouted, although most 
agreed that having all the information before them, in the 
end, would result in the most-informed decision. 

Since that article passed. Article 28 was passed 
over, which would have appropriated $35,000 for a study 
with a specific new subcommittee other than the original 
Town House study committee. 

Marion voters rejected Article 27 to fund $5,000 
of a financial assessment of ORR budget spending in 
conjunction with Mattapoisett (Rochester did not warm 
up to the idea). 

Later in the evening, voters approved Article 35 to 
amend a section of the zoning bylaws pertaining to multi- 
family houses over four units, granting the Planning 
Board authority to issue a Special Permit before approval 
of work. Voters narrowly accepted the following Article 
36 that would have re-zoned four lots on Spring Street, 
changing it from general business / limited industrial to

Residence E. A prospective developer hoped to build 
several high-density multi-family homes on the four lots, 
but some voters convinced the others that giving up the 
only space viable for business development for housing 
lacked foresight. 

Resident Joe Zora pointed out that Town Meeting 
more than once voted down other articles similar in 
nature for this particular zone. Sewer tie-in was also an 
issue, since some current residents are unable to tie-in 
due to a moratorium on tie-ins, while a new housing 
development would add many new sewer users. 

"We just got through [articles] with a sewer 
system that's on a moratorium," said. "We've been flim- 
flammed." Well, then just turn the article down. 

"This is a prime spot for commercial use," said 
John Rockwell. "I say vote 'No' on this article." But the 
article was deemed 'passed' by Town Moderator Jonathan 
Dickerson, although there was no hand count to verify 
a sound 2/3 majority vote, required for a zoning bylaw 
change. 

A citizens' petition to place a moratorium on 
aquaculture farms failed after considerable debate, 
despite town counsel's advice that Town Meeting did not 
have the authority to overstep the Board of Selectmen's 
jurisdiction over the issuance of aquaculture licenses, by 
statute. 

Aquaculture farmer Chris Bryant vigorously 
argued against Article 39, saying it was designed to kill 
his business by residents who did not want aquaculture 
encroaching their recreational activities and homes. 

"This is a manner of stopping the growth of my 
company," said Bryant. "This town is being sued by these 
people..." 

Moderator Dickerson moved to pass over the 
article, but being a citizens' petition, it required a vote. 
After many side note chats with town counsel, the vote 
went down and the article failed. 

Other highlights included Article 15 
appropriating $10,000 to pay for IV infusion pumps 
on each ambulance, although Dale Jones took to the 
microphone and offered to fund the majority of the 
expense through the EMT Association funds, amending 
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the article to an appropriation of just $3,500. 

Voters approved Article 37 to allow the Town 
to withhold granting licenses or permits or license and 
permit renewals to residents and businesses in Marion 
that have not paid taxes, fees, assessments, betterments, 
or other municipal charges. Finance Committee member 
Peter Winters spoke loudly against the article, questioning 
the types of licenses and permits that would be withheld. 

Voters turned down Article 38 to insert a "Marion 
Water Resource Protection Bylaw" with the purpose of 
protecting public water resources such as ponds and 
rivers from commercial businesses withdrawing water 
unauthorized directly into a tank vehicle. 

Concerned and confused citizens questioned 
unintended consequences such as the infringement on 
private property owners. Ted North called it a "spite" 
bylaw, saying it was aimed at landscaping company Yard 
Boss after surrounding towns crafted their own similar 
bylaws to prevent the company from withdrawing water 
from the Mattapoisett River directly into its hydroseeding 
truck. "If there's anything about pollution, the State of 
Massachusetts has it regulated six times over necessary.... 
It's gonna have unintended consequences." 

Article 40 to allow dogs on Silvershell Beach was 
withdrawn or "passed over." 

The following remaining articles were all 
approved by Town Meeting: Article 1 to pay town 
official stipends; Article 2 to fund the FY2018 operating 
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budget of 21,950,375; Article 3 to fund the FY2018 water 
enterprise budget of $2,150,401; Article 5 to fund $25,000 
for an assessors evaluation of real and personal property; 
Article 6 for $120,000 to fund accrued benefits for retiring 
employees; Article 7 to transfer $240,000 into the OPEB 
Liability Trust Fund; Article 8 for $25,000 transferred 
to the Stabilization Fund; Article 9 for $100,000 for the 
Capital Improvement Projects Stabilization Fund; Article 
10 for $100,000 transferred to the School Department 
Stabilization Fund; Article 11 for $8,000 to conduct an 
actuarial study; Article 13 for $37,077 to replace main 
police and fire radio repeaters; Article 14 for $75,000 
for engineering design of County Road water main 
replacement; Article 16 for $60,000 for the harbormaster 
to replace navigation and radar systems on boats; 

Article 18 for $20,700 to replace carpeting at the library; 
Article 19 for $25,000 to replace vinyl floor at Sippican 
School; Article 20 for $45,000 to replace a fire department 
command vehicle; Article 21 for $16,900 for facilities 
department vehicle repairs; Article 23 for $12,600 for 
recreation department vehicle utility box replacement; 
Article 24 for $20,000 for air conditioner units at the fire 
station headquarters; Article 25 for $20,000 to update job 
descriptions for town employees; Article 26 for $25,500 for 
ventilation system at Fire Station 2; Article 29 to establish 
a recreation revolving Fund with a $150,000 maximum;

(deletions and additions) to General Bylaws; Article 43 
to number and caption the Zoning Bylaw of the Town;

Board Passes the Joint to Town Meeting 

Rochester Planning Board

If the Rochester Planning Board has its way. Town 
Meeting voters on May 22 will adopt a new zoning bylaw 
to place a temporary moratorium on marijuana retail sale 
in Rochester. 

Massachusetts voters approved a referendum 
question to legalize the sale and use of marijuana 
recreationally back in November 2016. 

During the public hearing for the bylaw on May 
9, the Planning Board felt that Town Counsel Blair Bailey 
figuratively has the bylaw language rolled up tight and 
ready to light at the Annual Town Meeting. 

The moratorium bylaw was borrowed from 
another town's draft that was approved by the Attorney 
General's Office. 

The moratorium would allow the town to wait 
until the Commonwealth issues guidelines for towns 
and cities to craft their recreational marijuana regulations 
surrounding the dispensing, processing, cultivation, 
storage, and sale of marijuana. 

The state is expected to provide these regulations 
in January 2018, said Planning Board Chairman Arnold 
Johnson. 

"This is a moratorium which a lot of cities and 
towns are doing, placing a moratorium until January 2018

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so that we can wait for the state to issue their guidelines 
and come up with guidelines of our own," said Johnson. 
"The majority of the [Rochester] townspeople have 
expressed support for control on where it's sold. . ." 

Johnson will be taking the draft bylaw to the 
Board of Selectmen in the near future for discussion. 
Johnson said the selectmen appear poised to also 
recommend the moratorium at Town Meeting. 

The Planning Board voted to recommend Town 
Meeting adoption of the moratorium, and Johnson said 
that once it is time for the Town to regulate marijuana 
next year, the Town would likely default to the current 
medicinal marijuana zoning bylaws. 

In Rochester, medicinal marijuana facilities could 
only be allowed in the adult entertainment overlay section 
of the industrial zone located on Route 28. 

Planning Board member Ben Bailey expressed 
concern over federal law versus state law pertaining to 
marijuana use and sales. 

"I'm still curious how we're doing this when it's 
against federal law," Bailey said. "Federal law trumps it, 
so it's an interesting thing. ... It's still illegal to possess 
marijuana and use it federally." 

Bailey added that he personally is not comfortable 
approving any recreational marijuana regulations in 
Rochester until the federal government allows it. 

Planning Board member John DeMaggio cited 
the Tenth Amendment of the U.S. Constitution, which 
states "The powers not delegated to the United States by 
the Constitution, nor prohibited by it to the States, are 
reserved to the States respectively, or to the people." 

"I think you ought to be able to do whatever 
you want," said Bailey. "I think it's horrible to regulate 
drugs..." 

Bailey was delegated by the board to introduce 
the article on Town Meeting floor. 

Also during the meeting, the continued public 
hearing for the Site Plan review for Wellspring Farms 
at 42 Hiller Road, applicants Holly and Jim Vogel, was 
continued until May 23 at the applicants' request. 

In other business, the board granted an Approval 
Not Required for Stephen and Sandra Hunt of 43 
Featherbed Lane. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Planning Board 
is scheduled for May 23 at 7:00 pm at the Rochester Town 
Hall. 

'Yes' to Gym and Health, 'No' to School Choice

The Marion School Committee received some 
good news on May 3 that the Town was willing to 
increase the Sippican School budget another $33,000 to 
fund a .5 physical education teacher position and a .3 
health teacher. 

The committee members were all smiles as School 
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Business Administrator Patrick Spencer introduced the 
new FY2018 school budget amount of $5,929,109. 

The Town had reassessed its numbers, said 
Spencer, and reallocated some money in order to fund the 
health teacher that the committee had been requesting for 
at least two budget seasons now. 

"The Town did reach out to me as well/' said 
School Committee Chairman Christine Marcolini, "and 
I had a very positive conversation." They heard us, said 
Marcolini. 

The Town's increased contribution would cover 
most of the cost of the two positions added, and the 
school district was able to redistribute another $15,000 to 
cover the difference. 

"It was a nice surprise and a welcome one at 
that," said Marcolini, "but I felt that it was a step in 
the right direction with Sippican, too, in terms of our 
relationship with the Town. It felt really good to me to 
know that they're hearing us and they are recognizing 
and understanding that our population is changing. . ." 

Marcolini said she would dedicate herself over 
the next year to building a stronger relationship with the 
Town, as her communication with the selectmen over the 
past month has been in her opinion rather positive. 

In other matters, the committee voted to opt-out 
of School Choice for the 2017-2018 school year. 

"My comment about School Choice is I feel that 
the inn is already pretty full," Marcolini said. 

Each year in May, the School Committee holds a 
public hearing regarding School Choice and has to take a 
vote as to whether or not to add School Choice slots at the 
school. There have been no additional School Choice slots 
offered at Sippican School for a number of years. 

"I would echo the same," said Superintendent 
Doug White, "that with the understanding of our 
ever-changing population and our resources, the most 
beneficial way of handling this right now is to keep the 
status quo and not participate in school choice for the 
[2017-2018] school year." 

Also during the meeting, the committee thanked 
outgoing School Committee member of nine years 
Christine Winters who is retiring from the Marion School

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Committee and seeking a seat on the Board of Selectmen. 

The committee and the administration praised 
Winters for her influence on policy, which White said was 
strong as a result of her work. 

"As a result of your hard work, we now have an 
online policy," said White. 

Assistant Superintendent Elise Frangos echoed 
the sentiment and also expressed gratitude for a large 
education grant Winters spearheaded in the past that left 
a lasting impact on the Tri-Town elementary schools - the 
King Arthur grant. 

"[The grant] was the most exciting grant that 
I've worked on in my seven years," said Frangos. "[The 
grant] was transformational for all of our schools," she 
said, as truckloads of flour were delivered for students to 
learn to experience baking, as well as a curriculum that 
teaches about the history of wheat and its importance as a 
commodity. 

"But more than that, it connected all of our 
schools around the endeavor of baking bread and so 
over 500 loaves were baked by our elementary children," 
said Frangos. "All of those loaves of bread were not only 
baked for families, but also brought over to families in 
New Bedford..."

Tabor Opens Marine Science to Local Students 

Tabor Academy Update

While many of the students in the local area 
live within close proximity of the ocean, a much smaller 
number have the opportunity to learn about what exists 
within it and be able to be up close and personal. Last 
week, Tabor invited students from Our Sisters' School in 
New Bedford to campus to experience the marine science 
programs at Tabor. 

Our Sisters' School is a tuition-free independent 
middle school for girls from low-income families in the 
New Bedford area. According to the school's website, 
its mission is to "educate and inspire middle school 
girls from the Greater New Bedford area to reach their 
full potential in a safe, supportive and challenging 
environment." 

The visit of these students was coordinated by 
Tabor sophomore Kellie Navarro of Attleboro. Being both 
on Tabor's community service board and highly involved 
in the marine sciences at Tabor, combining the two was 
a great opportunity for her to expose her community to 
something new. 

Upon arriving on campus on Wednesday, the 25 
students participated in several activities and workshops 
around campus. Several faculty and students got involved 
as well, including marine science teacher Elizabeth Leary 
who ran a workshop about seaweed farming at Tabor and 
senior Kat Mitchell who ran a workshop about her project 
revamping a coral tank. 

Outside of the Marine and Nautical Science 
Center (MANS), the Our Sisters' School students had the 
opportunity to explore campus, all the while learning 
about marine science. One such activity was a scavenger 
hunt around campus in which students searched for 
organisms they had seen in the MANS center's touch 
tank or for the school's mascot, Sammy the Sea wolf. 
Additionally, students got the opportunity to go to 
Tabor's docks and waterfront to get personal with the 
marine life they were learning about. 

This partnership comes at a time when marine 
science is booming at Tabor. Not only are classes in the 
field in high demand, but recent advances and initiatives 
have expanded the program's horizons. 

Recently, under the leadership of faculty members 
Jennifer Albright and Captain David Bill, there has been a 
large, multi-faceted effort to start hydroponics on campus. 
Hydroponics is a method for growing plants, vegetables, 
and fruits in a controlled, soil-free environment, and 
faculty and students have been doing just that. Through 
the creation of a community garden and the integration 
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of hydroponics into the aquaculture class, students have 
been able to work hands on in sustainability and marine 
science. 

On Earth Day, the aquaculture class brought their 
successful creations on display for the Tabor community 
in a way everybody could appreciate and enjoy: food. The 
menu included items such as guacamole and salsa, pizza, 
pasta, and tomato salad, all topped off with herbs such 
as cilantro and basil from the hydroponic garden. The 
event attracted a large audience, so much so that the food 
supplies eventually ran out before the end of the day. 

For students in the local community and even at 
Tabor, the marine world holds many secrets that have yet 
to be experienced and learned. Through programs such as 
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these, Tabor has been able to use their location to connect 
the marine world to those living next to it.

Marion Fire Department Lock Box Program 

Fire Chief Brian Jackvony is proud to announce 
that the Marion Fire Department is implementing a 
residential Lock Box Program to expedite access to senior 
and handicapped adults' homes during emergencies. 

In many emergency situations, individuals 
who call 911 may not be able to open their door when 
firefighters arrive, especially if a person falls, has a stroke, 
or is experiencing a heart attack. Currently, firefighters 
must break through a door or a window, causing damage 
and costing money and valuable time. 

Through the Lock Box Program, participants 
install a small box outside their home, with a key code 
that they and the Fire Department have access to in the 
event that immediate access into their home is needed. 

In turn, the likelihood of property damage caused by 
the firefighters forcing entry into a residence is greatly 
reduced. There is no cost to participate in the Lock Box 
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Program, other than the cost of a spare key to the door 
that will be accessed. 

"In these instances, every second counts," Chief 
Jackvony said. "Lock boxes are an extremely valuable tool 
for homeowners and the Fire Department to ensure those 
who are in an emergency situation, medical or otherwise, 
receives assistance as quickly as possible." 

The lock box will only be used during an 
emergency call when first responders can't make entry 
without using force. At no time will the lock box be used 
or will entry be made without authorization. 

Eligible participants should contact the Marion 
Council on Aging, 508-748-3570, to obtain information for 
installation of the lock box.

Alena . Starring Amalia Holm and Molly Nutley.

The Swedish horror drama Alena, out on 
American DVD this week, is an awfully slow burn. 
Normally I'm behind that, but this movie makes its 
earlier countryman Let the Right One In seem like 
an explosion in a chimpanzee factory. It feels a bit 
padded out, perhaps because it was: It began as a 
59-minute piece for Swedish TV, then got expanded 
a bit to feature length. Despite that, I recommend 
it to fans of Let the Right One In: the sullen, angsty 
mood is well sustained, the performances are on 
point, and the movie applies artsy touches to scenes 
that could have been sleazy retro exploitation. Well, 
they kind of are anyway, but it's amusing to see 
them accomplished with Bergmanesque somberness. 

Amalia Holm carries the movie as the 
eponymous Alena, a very troubled teenager who's 
just been transferred to a ritzy boarding school. 

There she swiftly runs afoul of resident bully Filippa 
(Molly Nutley), the school's star lacrosse player, 
whose rich dad contributes a lot to the school's 
funding. Not only is Alena a potential threat to 
Filippa's standing on the team, she also attracts the 
cool loner Fabienne (Felice Jankell), whom Filippa 
wants for herself. The level of same-sex yearning 
here may satisfy those who enjoyed Lost and 
Delirious and The Moth Diaries , though those films 
were helmed by women and Alena was directed by a 
man, Daniel di Grado, who seems to have jettisoned 
almost every male character except a fleetingly seen 
kid and the lacrosse team's easily intimidated coach. 

What tips Alena into the neighborhood of 
horror is its treatment of a mysterious character 
from Alena's past — Josefin (Rebecka Nyman), who 
follows Alena everywhere and who is, to say the 
least, more than first meets the eye. Josefin seems to 
bring violence whenever she shows up, especially 





in a potentially icky scene in which another of 
Alena's classmates is confined in a locker room with 
Alena. Is she real, a ghost, or simply Alena's mind 
luxuriating in her guilt? Could be all three, though 
the rules of her influence on her surroundings are 
murky 

The movie takes its time, creates its own 
chilly world run by female angels and demons. 
Alena is both, and Amalia Holm's performance is 
properly uningratiating. She makes Alena an avatar 
for repressed, abused youth, like Carrie White in all 
her iterations, or Angela Bettis' May Innocence of a 
sort is represented not by the film's namesake but by 
the rich Fabienne, who doesn't care about Filippa's 
mean-girl games and who appreciates Alena's 
gauche outsider aura, complete with chopped-up 
hair dyed black, which might be a nod to Swedish 
goth-geek goddess Lisbeth Salander in either of her 
iterations. 

Alena on some level is a compilation of 
tropes and influences, a calling card for its first- 
time cowriter/ director. It won't dazzle anyone 
with its originality But it's a sturdy, carefully 
wrought calling card with considerable feeling for 
its wounded subjects, and that's not nothing. Di 
Grado has a sense of compassion for these troubled 
girls, even the destructive and conniving Filippa. 
Eventually the movie leans more heavily towards 
drama than horror, which is fine; it's just the 
characters facing up to the consequences of their 
actions. The horror derives from pain and grief 
reaching from the past into the present.

Zoster Vaccine Availability 

The Marion-Rochester Health District (MRHD), 
in collaboration with the Marion Board of Health and the 
Rochester Board of Health, is pleased to announce they 
have acquired a limited number of Zoster (commonly 
known as Shingles) vaccine doses for administration 
within the Health District. 

Shingles is a condition that can present in 
individuals who had Chickenpox as a disease when they 
were younger. The Chickenpox virus remains dormant in 
the body after the childhood illness but can present as a 
"Shingles" rash later in life. This rash can be quite painful 
and often is accompanied by blisters. The rash usually 
lasts for 2-4 weeks. The Zoster vaccine has been shown in 
clinical trials to reduce the risk of shingles occurring by 
50%. It has also been shown to reduce the pain of shingles 
in those who get Shingles even though they have been 
immunized. 

The Zoster vaccine is available to those 60 years 
old and older. It is an expensive vaccine and not all 
insurance companies cover this vaccine. While the Health 
District and the Boards of Health encourage residents to 
discuss immunizations with their primary care provider, 
they also recognize that there is a gap in availability 
of Zoster vaccine. In an effort to meet the needs of the 
residents, the Marion-Rochester Health District is making

I found a baby bird on the ground. I picked it up to see 
if it was ok , but now I've heard that I can't put it back 
in the nest because I touched it. What do I do? 

Leave it there! Coming into the summer months, 
baby birds fall out of or outgrow the nest before 
they can even fly. It is not true that the mother 
can smell the scent of a human and will not take 
it back. Birds have a relatively poor sense of 
smell and will not be able to tell if the baby has 
been handled. 

If the bird is starting to fly, the mother will be 
around to feed the baby. This is normal. The 
biggest threat is cats, so keep your indoors until 
the bird is gone.
